Hundreds of scientists, university professors, professional writers out 
for a fast buck, pschycologirts and psychiatrists have written millions of 
words and coupled with the thousands expressed verbally by counsellors us¬ 
ing questionable statistics, the world is still waiting to find out the cause for 
the ever increasing broken homes in the western world. 


Recently a group of middle aged women in Canada from all walks of 
life and social strata under took a telephone and letter poll across the nation! 
with questions dealing with causes for broken homes. Their questionnaire was 
quite simple and the questions numbered seven.

The results were the abuses of our present society and ranked as fol- 


First was the abuse of alcohol which resulted in disharmony between 
man and wife and changed the mental attitude of children in the home. 


Secondly, was gambling and credit. Lack of communication between the 
man and wife resulted in overspending of income and increased use of alcohol 
to forget. 


Thirdly, lack of unity in thought and purpose of man and wife to handle 
children in discipline, morals and a good “bringing up.’ 


Fourthly, the new problem of narcotics which has no rhyme, reason or 
cause for its use, has brought heartbreak, concern and disparity among adults 
of the family. 


The results of the survey indicated there were less broken homes where 
families were large than those families considered small. 

It was the belief of most of those contacted, the family must become a 
family again. The sincere love of a mother must prevail with all members of 
the family and the father must be prepared to meet the sane financial obli¬ 
gations for the family. The children must respect the family situation and their 
parents. 


It would also appear a family should enjoy recreation together and all 
members of the family respect each others’ opinions and wishes. 

The church was noted as a possible medium for family re-unification 
but most people felt the church of today was a business and only existed for 
the purpose of opening doors Sunday, a centre for baptisms, marriages and 
funerals and was not meeting the responsibilities for which it represents itself. 


There is no argument that each year the figures of broken homes in¬ 
crease. Modern methods in the sociology fields seem to have failed to date. 
Even counsellors are running out of advice and the courts of the land seem to 
have lost out on their middle of the road course in such matters. 


It would seem in this modern world of “everything goes”, the married 
adult of today must evaluate a new set of moral commandments which will be 
acceptable to members of the family. 


Marriage in any part of the world is a contract of love, give and take 
overshadowed with a sincere sense of happiness and stability. 


It has to begin sometime — it should begin now. Let s forget about all 
this family "frettin’, fussin’ and feudin’ and make this a better world in which 
to live. 


More Post Office Reform 


Postmaster General Jean-Pierre Cote said in Vancouver that his depart¬ 
ment “might have to reintroduce Saturday delivery” of mail unless it can find 
•g other ways of curing delays in deliveries on other days of the week. 

Some people may find it rather remarkable that Mr. Cote should in ef¬ 
fect confess that perhaps after all the idea of a post office is to serve the pub¬ 
lic. But the conversion, if it can be called that, is apparently not due to any 
tenderness for the public’s convenience. Rather is appears the government’s 
policy, which was to save money by cutting out Saturday deliveries, has re¬ 
coiled upon it. 


Reduction in operations has indeed cut down the operating deficit, but, 
said Mr. Cote, it has also led to deterioration in service. 


This has been evident to businessmen and householders alike for a long 
time. The piling up of mail deliveries on Mondays and Tuesdays has been an 
annoyance to both as well as to the mail carriers. 


The fall in productivity — which means simply the amount of work 
done by individual employees — perplexes post office officials. This runs con¬ 
trary to what is hoped for when wages and working conditions are improved) 
— as they obviously have been in the post office system over the past few 
years. There is something wrong, a fact made plainer by the minister’s con¬ 
fession that the department has had to hire more postal workers even as the 
volume of business mail has been falling off by nine per cent. 

Mr. Cote says this state of affairs cannot continue, and the public says 

amen. But a government which deliberately sabotages mail service to save 
money, and then has to spend $17 million more a year to hire more people, is 
hardly in a position to inspire its workers to greater efforts to serve or to 
blame them for failing. 


Reform should start at the top.

These amendments have been in- tion in line wi 
terpreted by many to be a restric- in explosives 
tion on the lawful use of guns, new uses foun 
rifles and ammunition for hunting since the Act 
and sporting purposes. 

I would be -firmly opposed to any 
legislation havipg that effect, and 
I would make eve1$ effort to pre¬ 
vent the passage of such an Act. 

Responding to representations 
made by myself and others, how¬ 
ever, the Minister of Energy, Min¬ 
es and Resources has issued a clear 
statement of the intentions of the 
Bill in question. 

The Hon. Donald S. Macdonald 
stated that Bill C-7, now before the 
House of Commons, does not sug¬ 
gest “any changes that will sig¬ 
nificantly affect handloaders, 
shooters, gun clubs, hunters or any 
other sporting group.” 

Much of the controversy surround¬ 
ing Bill C-7 was caused by the 
presence of the word ammunition 
in the definition of explosives. This 
has prompted many sporting 
groups to conclude that all types 
of ammunition will be restricted if 
Bill C-7 is passed. 

“This is simply not the case,” 
said Mr. Macdonald. “The defini¬ 
tion of explosives contained in Bill 
C-7 is identical to that appearing 
in the present Explosive Act except 
for a general modernization of lan¬ 
guage and terms. In both definit¬ 
ions, tlhe words ‘ammunition of all 
descriptions’ are used. The new Bill
